AUTDMK 'W'ORK IN THE GaRDEN. — Tho 

following hints are from tho last lunu- 
ber of Vick's Floral Guide; — 

No season is so favorable as autumn 
for making general improvements in 
the , gardein. Our Indian sumiuor 
weather,'th^ mellow haze of aatumn, 
is not' equalled by anything wo ever 
experienced in any part of the world. 
Our springs are short and unpleasant ; 
cold, rain and mud, with an occasion- 
al fine day to remind us of what spring 
might be, are our usual faro. All im- 
portant,chauges in the garden should, 
therefore, bo made in the dry, pleas- 
ant weather of autumn, as work can 
then be done better and cheap- 
er than at any other time. Dig 
up and^ut in order every vacant bod, 
as it will not only facilitate spring 
workjvbut do the soil good, and give 
the pardon a neat and tidy appear- 
ance. 

Jjui jpLiNTiNO. — The question is 
often asked, when is the best time to 
plant fruit trees? We answer, that 
upon all 80ilA|!iit§blft fpr an orchard, 
the fall is aipfbeBt tline. The fall is 
a 8«a80n oi comparative leisure with 
the farmer, and ample time is afford- 
ed him to prepare the ground thor- 
oughly, and to dig the boles of largo 
size, and so prepare the work in the 
adfttypelfiMBt manner. In tho sjn-ing 
wthoueand jobs are pressing ujjon tho 
farmer, all demanding his immediate 
attention, and tho orchard is usually 
deferred to tho last, when every other 
crop would sulVer leaa by tho delay. 
" ' If a tr66 is planted in the fall, the 
earthlSiobmied iSrmly settled around 
the roots before 8i)ring; and if the 
igreather should prove as it frequently 
does, warm in February' and March, 
young roots will bo formed, often 
three inches long; and if tho planting 
is defered nntil spring, after theso 
lOOiacbMfOiPMt out, they are broken 
off and-dost-ili the act of removal from 
the nutfeeiy,aud consequently so niucli 
of the vital energy of the tr(.'e i.s IomI 
in the effort of nature to repair the 
injury. 

If planting is delayed until spring, 
it iswQSi|>lt;ialwiEtyS put off until a later 
perioBSttIt tiii bilids ' have consider- 
ably, swelled and many of tho fibrous 
toots have put out; these then beoomo 
dried and many of them are lost, and 
from the dry weather that frequently 
follows, causes the death of thousands 
jtffiQS annually. 

In ^^all planting, if the soil is dry 
and porous, as it should bo, the 
ground around tho tree may bo hdt 
level; but if the sub-soil is of a wet, re- 
tentive character, the earth shordd bo 
raised two or three inches around tho 
tn^^'ii^Mihef tree, to the full diameter 
oiffifrliOBe, in order to turn tho ex- 
cess of Water from tho roots. 

Trees should not bo removed fiom 
the" nursery until sulVieient frost ii ^s 
oocurred to entirely sus^jend ve;<e. 
tatipn and tho loaves liave mostly

A Few Words A bout Horses. 



Hay and oats make the best food 
for horses that aro obliged to work 
hard and regularly. If tho bay is cut 
fiuG and the oats bruised or ground, 
the whole mi^d and .moistened, the 
horse will oat Lis rations quicker, di- 
gest them sooner and thus havo moro 
time for resting and renewing liis pow- 
er for labor. Fanners' horses that 
work little during winter timo may bo 
kept cheaper by outtiug and mixing 
bright straw and bay in equal quanti- 
ties, and adding a ration of steamed 
potatoep or raw carrots. Colts should 
bo fed liberally on good hay- -bright 
clover is best — and bruisod oats; give 
tbom a roomy \m\ stall in stormy weath- 
er and during nights. Litter freely, 
and do not lot mauuro accumulate un- 
der them; sawdust or spent tun makes 
g<jod and con veiiienfc bed(hng ; in cities 
ami villiiges tlicy aro often cheaper 
tlian Straw. Groom horses well and lot 
them have ei^etcile^erdr; day,, aruQ ip. 
f ile yarc} is excellent. Soo that stable 
tloors over liasoinont aro strong and 
scnmd. -Vrrange the feeding racks so 
that tho dust and bay seed will not fall 
into the horses' mauos or eyes; some 
horsemen . build their manger too 
high, thus forcing the anipal to take 
an unnatural positfdh when eating. 
Farm horses that ^ are not worked 
should havo their sbbes taken off, and 
those that are driven on the road 
should be kept well shod.*

City!

SJJFFEBING AND DEATH! 



Sam Francisco, Oct. 26— Tliofu-o broko 
out about daylight, lu a dwolliug on A 
street, near Taylor, n point at about the 
sonCli'westorQ limit of business and n 
tliiokly-eettied portion of tho city. It 
spread rapidly, extoiuling eastward, to- 
wards a ravine, in wliicli ani situatud tlio 
^works and mills of aov(3rnl j'l'ouiinont 
luinos, roaching iin far us F strcrt, north- 
ward. Tho llamos oros.si>il Union and 
Sutton streets, covering a .spaco of about 
tea bLooks, oompriaing, in tho words of 
tfnediapatoh, almost every decent build- 
ing..ln town. As the fire worked np 
street the offleea of the Terriiorint J'Jn/cr- 
pfl*e&Dd Chronicle were de.strovt'd. Pi- 
per's opera lionso wa.s noxt in (imios and 
it became evident tlnit tho r.iilroud depot 
and hoistii;g works of tliu tJoii.'iolidattul 
Virginia were in danger. The w.itor sup- 
ply was iniidoqviate and the eiin;iiK..s of 
little use. EBcourse was had to blowing 
up ^liildiDg^. It was too'late, however, 
amd in a few momenta the depot nnd 
hoisting work.') woro on iiro. Tim latter 
was recently eonipU led lit an e.xpt-nse of 
Byveral hundred tlioiis:uid d.illai-s and 
were tbe finest on tho Coni^toi'l; lodo. 
Continuing to tho north luul oast tho [jar- 
tially completed mill of tiio (Jalifornia 
mine and Consolidated Virginia mill 
iTMe iOD'h in flames, which spread still 
further north to tho Oi)hir hoisting works 
destroying thorn also, whicli i.s about tho 
limit of the destruction iu that dirocLiou, 
the flre dying out for want of fuel. From 
Taylor street, near which tho iiro origin- 
ated, it spread southward against tho 
wind, destroying tho branch bank of Cal- 
ifornia and Wells, Fargo & Co'a oxprt>,sa 
office and evorj'thing else in its lino. Ac 
this point the Gould Curry works woro 
in,imminent danger, ijut wimo fortunate- 
ly saved. In short, nearly tlio entire 
business portion of the town is iu ashes 
— hotels, chnrches, county buildings, 
newspaper, telegraph ond e.xpress ollioos, 
are all swept away. Over ten thousand 
peeplfl are homoless. The wind is pierc- 
Ugutd much sulFering ia anticipated be- 
fore temporary siiolter can bo prepared. 
It is impossible at present to conjecture 
the amount of loss. Tlie do.^l rnotiou of 
mills and hoisting works above ri^forrtnl 
to will probably entail u loss of §1,000,- 
000 within tho radius of a fcjw hundred 
feet. Fortauately the shafts of both tho 
Opbit and Con. Virginia were bnlkhead 
ed, and Ihe flre ■was kept out of tho mines 
Ophir mensny possibly their loss may bo 
less than at first aupijosed. as tho build- 
ing was of a light frame aud might burn 
without destroying tho machinory. The 
loss of buildings and machinery in the 
eitj musi be very great, although cov- 
ered .tb a great extent by insnrance. It 
is'not known to what extent the mills 
and hoisting works were insured except 
at Ophir, where tho loss is placed at 
$150,000 to S'200,000, insured for .<f;i),(IOa. 

A special diaputoh to tho Wtock E.x- 
change from Virginia City, to-day, says 
the vault of the Bank of California was 
blown open this morning. The treasure 
wos-ieinoTed to tbe Qold Hill agency. 

SoTEiral deaths occured from expoi^uro, 
excitement and typhoid fovci' coniiniuul. 

8xN Fbancibcu, Oct. Ii7.~-l-)i.si)atche3 
received to-day giving fiu'lher det.iils of 
tho Virginia City coiill igi ation eonlirm 
the previous reports as to tho extent of 
the aalamity. Tho scone dnring the pro- 
gress of tho fire is beyond description. 
The wind blow a galo, driving ciiidors 
and flames far in acivan'.'o tif tho burning 
buildings, rendering ail attempts to ehcok 
the progress of tho the futile. Giant 
powder was freely usoil to blow up build- 
ings, and frequent heavy explosions shook 
tho earth. Tbe roof of tho Catholic 
ohnrch was blown a hundred foot into the 
air, leaving the bare walls standing, iiy 
8 o'clock a. m. the exoitement was at its 
height, and the streets filled with poojilo, 
Teamsters struggling throngli tho tiro, 
fighting it at prosontiible jjoints; women 
flhriekiug their cries of despair; tho eur- 
Ees of enraged men; the roar of the llamos;

Editor Colonist: — As tho season for 
mining, etc., is fast drawing to a closo, I 
lako tho liberty of sending you a few lines 
previous to tho closing of tho river, 
which is looked for in 10 or 15 days. "O'e 
regret to hoar of the Glenora boing dis- 
abled and lying at Wrangel. It is re- 
ported that Capt. Irving has gone to Vic- 
toria with tho intention of building a now 
boat adapted for this trade next season. 
Tho little (.loin is dying around like a spi- 
der in a hornet's nest, aud has made three 
trips up to Glenora Landing. She is ra- 
ther small to bo of much service — 10 or 
12 tons per trip will not pay, yet she will 
be able to run at lower water than either 
of tho other boats. 

A canoe has just arrived and reports 
the Gertrude at Wrangel preparing to go 
to Victoria, the cause of which wo aro at 
a loss to know. It cannot bo tho <leplh 
of water for tho river is 12 feet higlier 
than it was on tho 15th uf May whon tho 
boats made their first trip. In foot, tho 
Indian says that they don't remember tho 
river ever having been so high at this 
season of-tho year as it is at present; so 
here wo-are in a nice fix, ouo steamer 
broken down, tho little Gem boing too 
small, nnd our winter stocks in Wrangel, 
forcing tho packers to drive their stock 
down on tho ice owing to no food boing 
at the head of navigation; and in all pro- 
bability thoy will lose over half of their 
animals, ns thoy did last year before they 
reached Wrangel. not considering the 
hardships tho drivers will have to ouduro. 
But, sir. wo have got our consolation up 
hero. Wo have got gold. From tho fol- 
lowing memoranda kojit hero during 
the season, you will see wh t trade a few 
Dease Creek merchants have boon doing. 
The following is as near as we could 
come to the quantity which passed hero, 
viz:

Tho amount 
tiikon down by miners I cannot give you 
any estimate of; but I have not noticed a 
single man going down without money. 
A friend of mine informs mo that a color- 
ed man by tho name of Booth has taken 
out of a gulch about G miles up Desso 
Creek §9,000. The Moore boys have 
made enough out of their claim this year 
to build another ste&mboat to ma from 
Victoria to tho Bouudary lino next sea- 
son, which wo nil liopo will be tho case. 

Thiliert i Co., aro said to have struck 
rich digginga on a tributory of riiiborts 
Creek paying from S50 to SlOO per day to 
tho hand. Tho Discovery Co., iTcDamos 
Creek, is paying from 150 oz. t« 250 ox. 
per. week. Last week they had 230 oz. 
Tho Walker Co., from 50 to 75 oz; Black 
.Tack Co., 75 to 100 oz; and several other.H 
paying well. It is also reported that a 
little below McDamos Creek rioh dig- 
gings have been struck. In conclusion, f 
have not the least hesitation in saying 
that I believe we shall havo at least 5000 
men here next sepson.
